COUNCIL: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  30th  Annual  Report  on 
the  welfare  of  Rainford  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1960. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has  been 
most  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  shown  a  definite  decrease  being 
17.1  compared  with  20.4  for  the  previous  year. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.5  is  similar  to  that  in  England 
and  ’/ales. 

I  have  to  report  that  there  were  two  deaths  of  children  at  the 
age  of  one  year  and  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year.  Only  two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year.  No  case  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis 
has  been  notified.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  continues  to  be  one  of  the  Council's  biggest  problems  due  to 
the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  and  the  distance  away  from  the  main 
tip.  Expenditure  is  high  and  increased  housing  continues  to  make  the 
position  more  difficult. 

Suitable  type  of  labour  is  difficult  to  obtain  and  hired  haulage  is 
employed  to  help  out. 

There  are  seasonal  increases  in  the  contents  of  bins  with  the 
consequence  t  at  bin  collecting  and  privy  emptying  have  to  suffer. 

IT  PRIVY  CONVERSION 

During  the  year  3  privy  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  water  closets. 
This  leaves  approximately  172  to  be  converted. 


HOUSING 

The  Council  have  in  hand  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  16  semi-detached 
ho  ’ses  and  10  semi-detac  ed  bungalows,  and  1  pair  narrow  frontage  houses.
